Fire means destruction and waste al- 


ways and often death and injury; yet the 
general public pays little attention to it. 
""Was the property insured?'' Is the 
public's stereotype question. This clear- 
ly implies the fallacy that fire, in insured 
^property is not a waste, and that insur- 
tnee companies pay for the loss. 


Insurance is the basis of credit, and 


credit 'the basis of business, so insurance 
is a business necessity; but it has led to 
public indifference concerning the alarm- 
jpg annual fire waste, and this because 
the public does not fully understand the 
insurance business. 


Insurance companies are not alchem- 


ists making goljl out of base metals, nor 
philanthropists paying losses out of pri- 
vate funds. 
Annually they collect from 


the people millions in insurance premi- 
ums. 
These moneys must pay for three 


things; the expenses of conducting the 
insurance business, dividends on the stock 
invested in the business, and all the fire 
losses. 


These business expenses and dividends 


*rp fairly steady and take about one-half 
of the premium income, leaving fifty cents 
of ej*cry dollar collected from the people 
for ae.tUcment of adjusted fir* logsei. The 


GOVERNMENT AND HUMAN NATURE 


Xow that the Labor party is, in a tech- 


nical sense, the second largest in Great 
Britain, being nest in strength to the con- 
servative, which controls the government 
with Mr. A. Bonar Law as premier, one 
of its first moves is to attempt to nation- 
alize'land. The resolution offered by Mr. 
Philip Snowdcii proposed "gradual su- 
percession of the capitalist system of gov- 
ernment by an industrial and social order 
based on public ownership and demo- 
cratic control." 


The nationalization movement is not. 


however, any more significant or serious 
in Great Britain than in the United 
States. The Mine "Workers' union has' 
strenuously urged nationalization o£ coal 
properties, and many of the large rail- 
road unions have advocated nationaliza- 
tion of transportation. 


In this country Mr. Samuel Gompers. 


president of the American Federation of 
Labor, has shown pre-eminent wisdom in 
taking a most positive stand against fan- 
tastic theories for pronoxinced democrati- 
zation. 
He and his leading supporters, 


representing the conservative element of 
organized labor, have recognized the haz- 
ards involved in socialistic tendencies, 
and have tried* to keep their economic 
group steadfast to republicanism. 


The failure 
o£ nationalization 
and 


communism in Russia should be suffi- 
cient warning that they promise nothing 
but disappointment to the people. So- 
cialism is radical democracy, and radical 
democracy is but a phase of a mass rule. 
Both subject the individual to the state, 
-end instead, of increasing liberty and 
broadening and multiplying opportunity, 
restrict the rights and freedom of the 
individual. 


The capitalist system ih not perfect. It 


has a few furious defects. 
Republican- 


ism is not perfect. 
Injustices exist un- 


der it. 
But capitalism and republican- 


ism have proved to be congenial to indi- 
vidualism and are enabling wide distribu- 
tion of wealth and its benefits. 
Xo form 


of government and no social system ran 
ever be perfect until man himself is per- 
fect. And it is certain that hatr and con- 
tention confirm the imperfection of man' 
far more than friendliness and coopera- 
tion.

Although I usually say what I think and think 


what I say,'I hadn't the courage to omit Itniment 
from the medicine cupboard. The word liniment 
means to smear: that is what I think of liniment in 
general. -Still I am not wholly unmindful of^thc 
smelly liniment of th> lame or aching spot. I can 
still recall the joy of grandma's soap and sugar 
poultice on a stone bruise. 
For aches and pains in the muscles or joints onr 


of the most comforting liniments is a mixture 
of 
equal 
parts 
of oil 
of wintergreen or oil 


of birch and olive oil, which may be applied with 
prolonged rubbing as desired, if there is no very 
acute inflammation. Of courseNvhen there is much 
inflammation rubbing or manuipulation of the in- 
flamed part is unwise. 
The rubbing or massage is the explanation of any 


relief or benefit obtained from most liniments. A 
certain amount of temporary mitigafion of pain is 
sometimes obtained by counter 
irritation. That 


means.-^as nearly as I can explain it. burning or 
blistering onp's back for instance, to distract one's 
attention from a pain in the tummy. Many lini- 
ments burn or irritate sufficiently to distract at- 
tention from aches or pains whir-h arc not vrry 
severe. And a third way in which liniments may 
do good or harm is through the absorption of cer- 


n drugs into the system when they arc applied 


to the skin. This absorption is not 
necessarily 


through the skin, however. In 
fact physiology 


teaches that there is practically 
no absorption 


through the skin. 
The systemic effects of vari- 


ous medicines applied to the skin depend rather on 
the-fact that the medicines are of volatile character 
and are volatilized by the body warmth and inhaled. 
\t any rate, alcoholic solutions of medicines, the 
common form in liniments, arc absolutely not ab- 
sorbed by the skin.

This is used as an application for 
neuralgic pain, muscle and point soreness or pain, 
and aches and pains in general. When using it, K- 
careful to keep it out of the eyes. Another popular 
formula for solidified liniment is cither an improve- 
ment or an aggravation of -analgesic balm, for it 
contains also some capsicum to give it pep and some 
belladonna which tends to allay spa=m or cramp.

•aising of very tine fuit in certain 
rrigated sections. 
All of these lines

SLOW RECOVERY 


"'Readjustment in this section has 


>ecn severe and prolonged, but I be- 
leve that 1923 will go down in his- 
ory a? a yea* of local improvement 
Ithough no sharp upturn is likely, 
hose doing business in these states 
vill note a gradual broadening of pur- 
chasing acJLivities and a diminishing 
volume of overdue accounts. From a 
mining standpoint 1922 was one of the 
worst years on record.

For instance, when 8*tf3y- 
ing conditions in New England it is 
apparent that the labor problem is 
New England's greatest handicap and 
the wage workers of New England 
have its future in their hands. It is 
very apparent that the need of the 
south is more capital, and energy with 
a greater willingness to work and 
risk. "When one is studying the prob 
'ems of the wheat growing sections 
he immediately sees Jhat many now 
raising wheat should raise other pro- 
ducts. 
When, however, it comes to 


offering a solution for the problems of 
these mountain states the task is very 
much more; difficult. 
Frankly, I am 


unable to suggest anything to these 
people except 
to continue as they 


have been doing. Statistics show that 
tliey are utilizing their natural re- 
sources to as great an extent as tne 
market permits; they are endeavoring 
to diversify their sources of income 
and develop their communities along 
br"oad and permanent lines.'' 


"XVhen asked about general business
